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Note. — ^The piece of Sacred Poetry, prefixed to any prayer of 
intercession, is to be read to the sick person, and not sung. 

I should have been only too happy to have given the name of 
the Author of each piece of sacred poetry copied into this Manual, 
had I been able to find out the names of all the real authors ; but 
this would be not an easy task. I feel assured, however, that per- 
mission to use even copyright pieces, will be readily conceded to me- 
in so good a cause.

INTRODUCTION, 



By the Right Reverend 

REGINALD COURTENAY, D.D.; 

LORD BISHOP OF KINGSTON, JAMAICA, 



AN Introduction by the Bishop to whom it isu 
dedicated is hardly needed for a work like this. 
Anyone may gather from the title- J)age alone that the 
Clergyman by whom it has been compiled possesses the- 
confidence and esteem of the Bishop under whom he 
serves ; and may ascertain from it the most salient and 
remarkable fact in his history, and in that of his book,, 
— ^that it was compiled, originally, for his own use, by 
one who combined the duties of a Medical man and of 
a Minister of religion. How all this occurred is more 
fully explained in the Preface, in which are related the 
circumstances in which the writer was placed, and the 
motives which led him to desire to possess full power 
and authority to minister to the soul as well as tha 
body. 

The Manual must speak for itself. It is only by 
close examination, or rather by actual use, that its real 
value can be ascertained: The passages of Scripture, 
of which the first part chiefly consists, seem to me to 
have been judiciously selected and grouped together; 
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and the short devotional pieces of sacred poetry, which 
;are interspersed between them, to be appropriate and 
beautiful. As regards the second part, it is scarcely 
possible to compose prayers which shall perfectly 
harmonize with the habitual tone of devotional thought 
in the minds of all religious persons who may use them. 
But I may at least say that, in my judgment, these 
prayers manifest true love of Qod, and love of souls ; 
and are so suitable, under a great variety of circum. 
stances, that anyone who will peruse them carefully 
beforehand, — and indeed it would be an act of sinful 
presumption to use them otherwise, — ^will be enabled to 
select from them, in almost every case, fitting words in. 
which to clothe his petitions. 

Here I might close this brief introduction. 

That union of the Clerical and Medical ofiices, how- 
-ever, of which the case of the Author of this Manual 
affords an example, though not wholly without precedent 
in the Colonial Church, is still so infrequent, — so much 
less frequent than in my judgment it deserves to be, — 
that I gladly avail myself of the present occasion to 
point out, though very briefly, the great blessings to the 
members of our Church which will follow whenever one 
who is engaged in the professional practice of medicine 
is found willing to devote himself^ in the spirit of self- 
sacrificing love for souls, to the work of the Ministry 
also, and can obtain Episcopal ordination. 

Few, indeed, are the parishes, even in England, in 
which the personal influence of the Clergy is so great 
with men of all classes and conditions, and of all religious 
views, that they can secure a welcome in every sick 
room. But the Physician is gladly received everywhere. 
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If he be a truly Christian man, he can, and he vjill^ 
seize the most favorable moments, in the intervals of 
comparative freedom from bodily pain, or of worldly 
anxieties, to turn the thoughts of his patient to the- 
state and prospects of the soul. He can, and he will^ 
give spiritual counsels ; and, sometimes, offer a prayer 
by the bedside ; will, of his own accord, make the case- 
known to some Minister of religion, or advise that such 
should be besought to attend. But, alas ! in how many 
of our populous towns and cities are the Clergy willing 
in spirit, but in the flesh half -worn-out ; and, over^ 
whelmed by numbers, utterly unable to exercise that 
close spiritual supervision, that sedulous attention to^ 
the care of each sick soul which it urgently needs, — 
without which it will wander on in darkness, unable to^ 
find the Saviour. How great their need of help, — of 
all the help that Christian piety can give them I 

Why not, then, enable the Physician, when duly^ 
qualified by piety and learning, and by his readiness to 
engage in this holy work, to perform the priestly office? 
Why not empower him, to whom, perhaps, the soul 
owes its first conscious movements heavenward, and who* 
is fully competent to conduct its further progress, by 
the ministry of God's holy word to convey the benefit of 
absolution ; and, in the last dread hour, when the flesh 
and the heart are failing, to administer the Holy 
Communion of the Body and Blood of the Lord, who> 
shall be its portion for ever 1 

If help be required in England, surely still more in 
the Colonial branches of the Anglican Church ! The- 
need of Tnore labourers is universal. On our great day 
of intercession,— on the 20th of December 1872,— our

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<Jhurch confessed before God and man her deep 
«ense of its urgency. 

The district of Chapelton,* in Jamaica, lies amid 
the interior mountainsof a tropical Island, over which the 
residences of the peasantry are scattered far and wide. 
The Rector is no longer young. His most remote 
station is at a distance of more than twenty miles from 
his residence, to be traversed, for the most part, by 
bridle path, narrow, steep, and rugged. He has an Assist- 
ant, qualified and empowered as I have above described, 
who, with the following Manual in his breast-pocket, 
its texts and its prayers in his heart, aids him in the 
priestly duties of this overwhelming curse, — receiving 
■an income from his public and private Medical duties, 
but for spiritual ministrations accepting no recompense, 
and desiring none, until the resurrection of the just. 

In Jamaica alone, there are many places like 
dhapelton; in India, in our vast Colonial Empire, 
hundreds, if not thousands such : and there must be 
many Medical men, of earnest piety, and with a 
•sufficiency of sacred learning, and with a true love for 
"Christ and for the souls which He came to save, who 
would, with due encouragement, offer their aid. 

Would to God that my Episcopal brethren, laying 
:aside their too exclusive rules, would recognize the 
work which such men are doing already ; would give 
them the right-hand of fellowship ; would receive them 
into the Ministry as Deacons ; and bestow on those that 
were most worthy the honour even of the Priesthood.

PREFACE: 

BY THE EDITOR AND COMPILER. 



IT may be unnecessary for me to say that I am a 
Medical Practitioner ; but it is quite necessary to add 
that I am also,— and I feel every day more and more 
thankful to be able to say so, — ^a Minister of Religion. 

My professional work, for the past twenty years, has 
been, as — ^d,v. — it will continue to be, to administer such 
earthly means as Grod's good providence has supplied for 
the relief of sickness and disease amid the mountains of 
Jamaica. 

Some seven years ago, I began to feel my position to be 
one of the gravest responsibility. I felt, in my intercourse 
with the sick and the dying, that I was not *' ready, always, 
to g^ve an answer to every man that asked me a reason 
of the hope that was in me, with meekness and fears/' 
I felt, sometimes, a feeling of extreme weakness and help- 
lessness when dealing with patients to whose sickness I felt 
unable to minister, because it was oflen a sickness of body 
and soul combined. ,The two seemed to be so bound 
together, — so intimately connected, — as only to be con- 
sidered one living thing ! Cases occurred in which I was 
appealed to for spiritual aid. A sick and heavy-laden soul 
has cried out to me in piteous accents, — ^** " Pray for me, 
doctor ! " And many there are who will be willing to bear 
me out in saying, that, in medical practices, such is not an 
unusual occurrence. 
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I soon began to feel that the calling of a Medical man, 
which most men will admit to be a glorious calling, could 
be made still more perfect. I asked myself why should I 
not minister to spiritual as well as to bodily disease ? Why 
should I not improve the advantages of my position in the 
far-away hills of this, so to speak, still heathen land, to 
lead anxious souls to the gjeat living fountain? Our 
Saviour, Himself, went about ** preaching the.Gospel of the 
Kingdom, and healing all manner of sickness and all 
manner of disease among the people :" and should not I^ 
poor worm of the earth that I am, try, however imper- 
fectly, and though it be only at a humble distance^ to follow 
the example of my gracious Lord and Master? 

Such were the reasons which chiefly prevailed with me 
in coming to the determination to seek admission to H0I7 
Orders. 

I had, already, been serving for sometime as a catechist 
and lay-reader (licensed by the Bishops), under the super* 
vision of the Rector of the Parish in which I reside ; after 
assisting him in the Services of the Church, — frequently 
acting for him during his absence, while visiting the 
different out-stations of this extensive district. 

While acting in the above capacity for some time, I at 
length began to feel that I must be no longer faint-hearted. 
I felt that I must come forward openly and boldly be- 
fore men, to confess the Saviour. I felt, in fact, that I 
must become a Clerg3rman, in order to obtain greater power 
to do good to the souls of men. I desired to possess that 
greater influence which could only he acquired through my 
formal and solemn recognition as a Minister of Christy and 
through that special blessing which is conveyed, where 
ordination is rightly received, to God's ministers by the 
laying on of hands. 

Here, I must express my very deep sense of the debt of 
6 
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gratitude which I owe to the Bishop of Kingston, the good 
Prelate who admitted me, first to Deacon's, and then, after 
a reasonable interval, to Priest's Orders, for the ready 
acquiescence with which he met my views ; and also for 
the extreme kindness and paternal regard which he has 
ever shewn towards me. 

And now that I have been permitted thus to set an 
example, and to establish a precedent for similar ordina- 
tions in future, my earnest wish and prayer is that very 
many Medical men in active practice, all over the world, 
who love their Saviour, and who desire to point sick souls 
to Him who, alone, can save them, may seek admission to 
Holy Orders, as I have done.* Those only who feel them- 
selves, from previous training and education, to be fully 
competent, should thus come forward ; and none should 
think of taking upon themselves this holy office, who do 
not feel, in their hearts, that they have been inwardly 
'moved by the Holy Ghost, and truly called thereto. 

There can be no doubt but that the arguments brought 
forward as a plea for the occasional union of these two 
kindred professions — twin sisters as they undoubtedly are, 
— shew also the great power for good which the Christian 
Medical man possesses, whether he he in Holy Orders or not. 
I do not wish to underrate the value of such a power. Nay, 
I would impress its value most urgently on my Medical 
brethren. They (jan exercise it without being obliged to

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become either Priests or Deacons. I must, therefore, not 
be understood to advocate the union of the two profes* 
sions as a rule ; but such a union is greatly to be desired 
where a man's lot is cast in the wilds of a distant land^ 
where the harvest is plenty, and the labourers are few. In 
all such cases, however, I would ask my Medical brethren 
who may thus come forward as Ministers, with the avowed 
intention of combining Ministerial and Medical functions^ in 
order to increase their opportunities of usefulness in Christ's 
Church, if they offer their services at all, to offer them volun^ 
tartly and gratuitously. 

It seemed to me to be necessary to make these prelimi- 
nary observations before introducing my litde<Bdok. I 
wrote it,— or rather I compiled it, — for my own^hy^tiih^^ 
bedside of the: sick and the d3dng. I felt the great want of 
such a Manual/for it is not always that a Bible or Prayer- 
book can be found, and even then few men, unless they 
have the gift of language and powerful memories to help 
them, can do or say, on the spur of the moment, and espe-^ 

cially in the presence of grief all they desire to say, all 

they feel that they ought to say, I know that this is the 
case with myself, and I have no doubt but that others have 

felt this great want — the want of a complete vade-mecum a 

useful and portable manual^ such as I hope mine may prove 
to be, a book, in fact, which might be carried without 
inconvenience in the breast-pocket of one's coat, so as to 
be ready for use on any emergency. A brother Clergy- 
man, who looked over the pages of the manuscript, told 
me that such a book, if printed, would greatly help him in 
his work ; and I doubt not but that others— clergy, doc- 
tors, catechists, managers of hospitals, nurses, heads of 
families, nay, all who are earnest labourers in the Lord's, 
vineyard, — ^will find it to be an invaluable aid.

I shall print my little Book, then, in the hope that it may 
be useful to very many, and I pray that God's blessing may 
be with it to the saving of the eternal souls of men.

7. Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved. — ^Acts xvi„ 3 1 . 

8- Christ gave Himself for our sins, that He might de- 
liver us from this present evil world, according to the will' 
of God and our Father. — Gal., i, 4. 

9. He that spared not His Own Son, but delivered Him 
up for us all, — how shall He not, with Him also, freely 
give us all things. — Romans, viii., 32. 

10. These things have I written unto you that believe 
on the name of the Son of God, that ye may know that ye 
have eternal life.— i John, v., 13. 

1 1 . Jesus saith, lam The Way, The Truth, and

NOTE. 



It may be objected, that some of the Prayers in this Manual are too 
long, — ^too diffuse. To meet such objections, the longer prayers have 
been arranged in sections, an asterisk, thus : * being placed at the 

- end of, and below each section, wkick forms a complete prayer in itself. 
The intercessor will thus be guided where to begin, aud where to pause, 

• or to cease praying for a time ; or possibly, according to circumstances, 
to conclude his prayer. 

The attention of the sick person may be called off by bodily suffer- 
ing ; or he may be too much enfeebled in body, or in mind, to fix his at- 
tention for a longer period. 

A long prayer, and a strong prayer is, however, too often required to 
l)e used, before a groan of true penitence, sorrow, or regret, can be 

' drawn from the hearts of those who have lived unto themselves, and not 
unto God. It is, indeed, hard to bring such, in faith and love, to the

We come to. Thee, then, on behalf of this (sick) person.

BUT SHOWING, AS YET, NO CONTRITION.

O, Lord, our God I—" how excellent is Thy name in all 
the earth ; — ^Who hast set Thy glory above the Heavens j" 
Who never failest to help and hear all those who call upon 
Thee in sincerity and godly fear : we draw nigh to Thee 
in a time of sore distress, on behalfof our brother, (or, this 
person,) whom Thou hast been pleased to lay low wi± a 
sudden stroke of illness. We entreat that Thy compas- 
sionate mercy may be extended both to his body and his 
soul. We are encouraged to come unto Thee, for Thou, 
Lord, wilt not always be chiding ; neither wilt Thou keep 
Thine anger for ever. Thou hast not dealt with us after 
our sins ; nor rewarded us according to our iniquities : for 
look I how high the Heaven is in comparison of the earth I

fulness and trembling are come upon us ; and an horrible 
dread hath overwhelmed us. 

O God I our brother, who has been struck down with 
this (sudden and) alarming illness in the midst of his sins^ 
is in danger of being lost eternally. This night, his soul 
may be called upon, in all the hideous deformity, in all the 
leprous loathsomeness of its sins, unshielded and unshel- 
tered, altogether unmeet for Thy presence, to appear 
before its God ! 

Oh ! what shall we do for our brother, whose soul is in 
danger of the torments of hell, ere it be too late to seek 
mercy and forgiveness for him, through the shed blood of 
that gentle Saviour, whose love he has so often slighted, — 
nay, trampled under foot. O Grod, speak to our brother's 
soul I O Holy Spirit, Thou Lord and Giver of life, take 
possession of tiiis sinner's soul ; and, oh I leave him not^ 
nor forsake him, until, having found peace in Jesus, he 
shall be for ever beyond the reach of Satan, sin, and 
death ! 



O, Almighty Father, who canst enlighten the darkest 
mind, and soften the hardest heart, be pleased to manifest 
the power of Thy Grace in a case so sad and deplorable 
as this, our brother's, is.

But, O merciful 
Father, we thank Thee that our brother has been spared 
from sudden death ; and that Thou hast given him time to> 
flee for pardon to a compassionate Redeemer who is able 
and willing, even at this eleventh hour, to cleanse and to 
wash away all the defilements of his soul. One more

loving" warning, — one word of hope, — one whisper of 
mercy ; — and, yet, our brother may be safe ! 



Oh ! may the Saviour's love for fallen man meet with a 
kindred feeling in this sinner's heart. May this, our 
brother, amid his sickness and suffering, and with the pros- 
pect of death and judgment before him, be led to think of 
that meek and lowly Saviour, who, for his sake, underwent 
sorrow, and pain, and suffering, and death, that he might 
not die eternally. Lord ! enable him to breathe this heart- 
felt prayer, " My Heavenly Father I give me the good gift 
of faith in Thee." Enable him truly to say, — ^Lord, I be- 
lieve 1 I believe in Thy Son, Jesus Christ I " Lord, let 
him pray with a penitent and contrite heart, and make 
him to know and feel that, if he thus prays, his prayer will 
have an abundant answer.

God grant that he may 
know, ere it be too late, that there is no possibility that 
death can be his gain, if he cannot appear before Thee 
Avith a blood-washed robe around him, — the pure and 
spotless robe of the righteousness of the Son of God ! 



O God 1 Thou righteous Judge. Open the understand- 
ing of this our brother, for the safety of whose soul we are 
so much concerned, that he may now see that he has 
been walking hitherto in the broad road that leadeth to 
destruction. Incline his heart, O God, to confess, and to 
deplore his sins ; and to lay them all in time before Jesus

They nailed Thee to the tree ; they drove 
spikes of iron through the bones and tendons of Thy hands, 
and of Thy feet I hxA yet, notwithstanding all this, while 
undergoing pain and anguish of mind and body, Thou 
didst bear it all with patience. Nay, even in Thy death- 
throes, words of peace and of pardon for fallen man came 
from Thy lips, — " Father, forgive them, for they know not 
what they do.'

Help* us, Lord, to ask ourselves, 
individually, the question, — " Are we ready, each of us, to 
appear before Him to give a faithful answer as to the deeds 
d one in the body ? " Have we come to Jesus with all our 
sins, and laid them in humble faith before the Cross of 
Him whose blood cleanseth from all sin ? Have we for- 
saken our evil ways, and our unrighteous thoughts ? and 
have we given our hearts and our future lives to Christ 
Jesus ? 

Gracious God I who wiliest not the death of a sinner, 
but that all should be converted and live, look upon all 
who now kneel before Thee. Is any soul still dead in 
trespasses and sins ? Visit that slumbering soul, O Grod, 
ere it be too late to seek after Christ, that it may obtain 
peace and pardon. Let Thy voice be heard, even now, 
in this solemn chamber, saying to that dead soul, ** Come 
forth and live ! " O Lord ! let us not be separated at the 
last ! May love, — a love which casteth out fear, — a love 
which brings us often to the throne of grace, — an earnest, 
yearning love for Him ** whose blood cleanseth from all 
an,'' be shed abroad in all our hearts by the Holy Ghost. 

Jesus I our Redeemer! our Advocate! our Judge!

are, with all our sins upon us I Blessed Saviour ! make 
us wholly Thine.

Almighty God and most merciful Father, who art pre- 
sent everywhere, and more especially nigh unto all them 
that call upon Thee, even to all who call upon Thee in 
truth ; we approach Thee on behalf of our brother, who 
humbly desireth, at this time, the presence of Thy Holy 
Spirit, that he may be enabled to perform an acceptable 
service unto Thee, through Christ Jesus. 

Blessed be Thy holy Name, O Lord, that he feels such 
a desire. Blessed be Thy Name that he feels thus dis- 
posed. He cannot, for reasons which Thou knowest, wait 
upon Thee in Thy house, and at Thine altar, but he 
earnestly desireth to be permitted (once more) to keep 
and observe the Saviour's command, — His last dying- 
request, — a request made to sinners, so earnestly the 
night before He suffered, — ^^ This do in remembrance of 
Me." 

In memory of the love of a dying Saviour, and of His 
bitter sufferings, — ^in deep thankfulness for the happiness 
which our brother has secured from the terrible agony 
which the Redeemer went through to the very end, a 
sinner would (again) observe his Saviour's last earnest 
dying wish, as the best preparation for the Day of Judg- 
ment, and for the account which he will then be called 
upon to give. He would (again) present himself before 

• Before using this Prayer as a whole, or in part, first read to the 
Sick Person the historical relation of the sufferings and death of our 
Blessed Redeemer, as recorded, part z, chapter xi. 
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Prayer on behalf of a Sick or Infirm person 
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God, to plead the death and sufferings of His precious 
Son in this holy manner of His own appointment. He 
would (again) embrace such an opportunity as is here 
presented, to renew the baptismal covenant which he, on 
his part, has failed to keep; — to make his peace with 
God. 

Lord, our brother would (again,) receive the pledges of 
his Saviour's love in this blessed sacrament, — this Holy 
Ordinance of His own appointment, fie would (once 
more,) receive the Communion of the body and blood of 
the Redeemer as the pledge and earnest of a blessed re- 
surrection, and of a life eternal through the shed blood of 
Him whose death is herein commemorated. 

Lord, fill our dear brother with such a deep sense of 
Thy love in Christ Jesus, — ^with such joy in remembering" 
what our blessed Saviour hath done and suffered for him, 
— with such delight in doing what He hath commanded 
him, that he may have the unspeakable happiness of be- 
lieving in his heart that he dwelleth in Christ, and Christ in 
him, — ^that he is a joint heir with the Son of God to the 
Kingdom of Heaven. 



Here the Minister may End this Prayer j and proceed direct to the 
Communion Service ; or he may complete the Prayer ^ or begin (in the 
Jirst instance) a nenu Prayer ^ asfollo<ws: 

In obedience to Thy command, our Saviour and our 
God, we come, now, to eat of that bread and drink of 
that cup, which is designed to set Thee forth manifestly 
crucified before our eyes. O, teach us that we may come 
with a full knowledge of the nature and infinite value of 
Thy sacrifice. May we all feel our poverty and defile- 
ment, and draw nigh with a true heart, utterly rejecting^ 
every other way of salvation, which men naturally trust 
in ; and placing all our hope in Thy Blood to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness. We would come with unfeigned 
love designing to make a full surrender of ourselves to 
Thee, Thou L^rd over all, and Head of the Church. 

Thou wast pleased to forgive the woman who was an 
infamous sinner; and Thou didst bid her go in peace* 
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Thou didst declare the publican justified. Thou didst put- 
away the sin of Peter who denied Thee with oaths and 
curses. Thou didst take up the crucified thief immediately 
into glory upon hjs turning to Thee for mercy. 

In this feast, O Lord, lift up the light of Thy countenance 
upon us, and upon him for whom especially we pray, that 
he may know that he is justified by Thy blood. Give him 
an earnest desire to eat this Passover. Lift up, blessed 
Lord, the doors of his heart, that the King of Glory may 
come in. Come, Heavenly Jesus, and dwell in his heart 
by faith ; and abide with his spirit to the latest hour of his 
life. O Lord, to whom shall we go but unto Thee, our 
Life, our Strength, and our Redeemer! — O God, who- 
knowest the secrets of our hearts, teach us, and help us, in 
our communion with Thee now, and in our life and conver- 
sation after, to act as becometh the redeemed of the Lord,, 
and living members of Jesus Christ. 

Again, we would implore Thy blessing for our brother. 
When the outward and visible signs of Thy meritorious 
death are put into his hands, may he, by a true faith, eat. 
Thy flesh and drink Thy blood, so as to find it meat in- 
deed, and drink indeed, unto his soul : that he may dwell 
in Thee, and Thou in him , that he may know that he has 
eternal life, and that Thou wilt raise him up at the last 
day. And, O Lord, may Thy love for our souls, stronger 
than death, unite us all in love to each other, as members 
alike of Thy body, the Church. While we look upon Thee,- 
the just suffering for the unjust, may every angry and 
selfish passion die away ; and may brotherly love reign in 
our hearts, and be continually exercised with delight 
amongst us all. 

And all the time we sojourn in the flesh, give us, by the 
power of Thy grace, to keep the feast upon Thee, our 
Passover, sacrificed for us, not with the leaven of malice 
and wickedness, but with the unleavened bread of sincerity 
and truth. 

Lord I grant these our prayers, for the glory of Thy 
Great Name. Amen,

hurt the soul ; through Jesus Christ, our Lord. Amen. 

PRAYER. 
(From the American Prayer-Book.) 

O Most Gracious Father, we fly unto Thee for mercy on 
behalf of this Thy servant here lying under the sudden 
visitation of Thine hand. If it be Thy will, preserve his 
life, that there may be place for repentance : but, if Thou 
hast otherwise appointed, let Thy mercy supply to him 
the want of the usual opportunity for the trimming of his 
lamp. Stir up in him such sorrow for sin, and such fervent 
love to Thee, as may, in a short time, do the work of 
many days : that, among the praises which Thy Saints and 
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Prayer in case of sudden surprise^ and immediate danger. 

Holy Angels shall sing to the honour of Thy mercy through 
eternal ages, it may be to Thy unspeakable glory that,.
